The apparent discrepancy between the riggers’ time as charged, 85 hrs., and the cards as 
signed, 47-1/2 hrs., is, 

First: 40 hrs. time was signed for Jan. 1st. This being a legal holiday we are obliged to 
pay time and half time for work done: in other words, 20 hrs. additional. 

As to the balance, 17-1/2 hrs., it is customary for riggers to charge for time of one man 
for the use of blocks, falls and tackle, i.e., rigging needed for a gang of four men.

Straight time, as per cards signed for ... 47-1/2 hrs. 

Overtime, New Years Day ... 20 

Use of rigging ... 17-1/2 “ 

Total... 85 hrs. 

As to fitters’ time, Kensington Engine Works. Ltd., 85 hrs., time cards signed for 83; the 
balance of the time was taken up by the fitter, Mclaughlin, packing tools, getting ready, and 
travelling from the Works to the Mint, and return. It is customary, and we are obliged to pay the 
men from the time they leave the Works until they return.
